It cannot be denied that until now the 
German-Swiss have to a great extent mo- 
nopolized the presidency, and the fact 
that the newly elected chief magistrate 
should be an Italian-Swises, and the vice 
president, and therefore his eventual suc- 
cessor, M. De Coppet, a French-Swiss, 
would seem. confirm the stories ac- 
cording to Aid pronounced anti-Ger- 
man feeling has sprung up in Switzerland 
since the beginning of the present war— 
a feeling which has been caused. by the 
clumsy efforts of Germany to Teutonize 
Switzerland, and which has been ren-
